Four 
of the number wer? white men, mer- 
chantsin said county, convicted of 
buying cotton from negroes, know- 
ing it to have been stolen. 


AN IMPORTANT BILu.—The fol- 
lowing bill, introduced into the Sen- 
ate by Mr. W. A. Graham, the popu- 
iar Senator from Lineoln, is one of 
muck importance to the people of the 
Sate of North Carolina and affects 
materially both the farming and mer- 
cantile interests: 

The General Assembly of North 
Carolina do enact: 

SECTION 1. That it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any purchaser or weigher of 
cotton to make any deduction from 
auy bag, bale or package of any lint 
eotton for or on account of the <Iraft, 
turn or break of the scales steel yards 
or other implement used in weizhing 
the same, or for any other cause ex- 
cept as hereafter allowed, but said 
weigher may make a proper deduc- 
tion as may be agreed on by him and 
the seller or his agent for water, dirt 
or other such foreign subtance in or 
on such bag, bale or package of 
cotton. 

See. 2. Every public weigher of 
cotton in this State shall, wefore en- 
tering on the duties of his office, 
and subseribe the following 
oath before some person entitled to 
administer it, viz: I, ——, public 
weigher for the city of , (or as 
the case may be,) do solemnly swear 
that I will justly, impartially and 
without any deduction, except as may 
be allowed by law, weigh all cotton 
that may be brought to me for that 
purpose and tencer a true account 
thereof to the portion concerned, if 
required so todo. So help me God. 

such oath when made, shall be 
filed in the office of the Register of 
Deeds for the county in which the 
person acts as weigher; and said Re- 
yister shali make a note of the same 
and any person acting as weigher 
without making and filing the above 
or some equivalent oath shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor,and 
upon conviction before any Justice 
of the Peace, be fined twenty-five 
dollars for every bag, bale or package 
of cotton weighed. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating the 
first section of this act shall, on con- 
viction before any Judge of the Su- 
perior Court of this State, be fined 
five hundred dollars for every of- 
fence. 

Sec. 4. This act shall be in force 
from and after March Ist, 1879.

Mr. MORING’s LOUISIANA RESO- 
LUTI0Ns,-The following is a true copy 
of the resolutions introduced in the 


House on Tuesday by Mr. Moring, of 


Chatham, in regard to ithe Louisiana 
difficulty. The resolution was placed 
on the calendar, and will probably 
come up before the House to-day : 

Whereas, in order to retain their 
freedom, the people of these United 
States should jealously guard their 
system of government, preserving 
with equal sanctity the constitution 
of the States and the constitution of 
the United States thus perpetuating 
that gran! scheme of government 
devised by the founders of the Re- 
public, which is at once the glory 
and safety of America. 

And Whereas, that chief among 
i\ue excellencies of the American sys- 
tem are the underlying principies 
shall be 


authority ; and that ach House of 
every Legislative Assembly is the sole 
judge of thr election and the qualifi- 
cation of its members. 

And Whereas, it appears from the 
statement of Louis A.Wiltz, Speaker 
of the House of Representatives of 
‘he State of Louisiana, made to the 
i’resident of the United States on the 
fourth day of January, A. D. 1875, 
thaton ‘“*that day an officer of the 
United States army marched a com- 
pany of soldiers upon the floor of that 
House and by foree removed thirteen 
members who had been legally and 
constitutionally seated as such, and 
who at the time of such forcible re- 
mova! were participating iu the pro- 
ceedings of the House.’’ 

And whereas, Lieut. Gen. P. H. 
Sheridan referring to the same tran- 
suction reported to the Secretary of 
War, under date of January 8th, 
A. D., 1875, “that this military 
posse performed its duty under direc- 
tion from the Governor of the State 
aud removed from  .he_ floor of 
the House those persons who had 
been illegally seated and who had no 
iegal right to be there.”’ 

Tiereiore, the General Assembly 
of North Carolina do resolve : 

1. That itis no part of the duty of 
the army of the United States to re- 
move trom the Halls of the Legisla- 
tures of the States members thereof, 
whether legally or illegally admitted 
to seats therein; and such action, 
whether uncer the direction of the 
Governor of such State or otherwise, 
is Without precedent in the annals of 
America, is repugnant to the genius 
of our institutions, subversive of the 
liberties of the people and utterly 
destructive of our system of Go. ern- 
ment. 

2. That the people of the States 
have a sacred right to choose persons 
to make the laws by which they are 
to be governed freely and without 
restraint orinterference; and the Leg- 
islatures so chosen have a sacred 
right to organize and make such laws 
undisturbed by the military forces of 
the United States. 

3. That the spectacle of the Legis- 
lative Assembly of an American 
State dissolved by the bayone‘s of our 
national soldiery is a humiliating to- 
ken of the decay of republican pri..- 
ciples, and should be a solemn warn- 
ing to the people that their liberties 
will be irretrievably lost unless they 
insist on a strict observance of the 
Constitution by those public servants 
whoare high in authority. 

4. That these resolutions be entered 
on the Journals ay a protest against 
the removal of members from the 
halls of the State Legislatures by 
United soldiers asin the recent case 
in Louisiana. 


THE GENERAL DEMOCRATIC CON- 
FERENCE YESTERDAY.—Pursuant to 
the call made by the Central Execu- 
tive Committee of the Democratic 
party of the State, there was a full 
representation in the city yesterday 
of the members of the Congressional 
Committees and of other leading men 
in the Siate to consider the questions 
of callinga Convention. Every Con- 
yressional District was represented in 
the meeting of the Committee,which 
met in the office of the Chairman at 
11 o’clock, being the largest atten- 
dance ever had of the Committee. 
Large numbers of letiers were read 
from many prominent men who 
could net attend. 

At 1 o’elock a general meeting of 
the Committee, the Democratic 
members of the Legislature, a ium- 
ber of the press of the State and 
many gentlemen invited by the 
Committee was held in the Hall ofthe 
House of Representatives for the 
discussion of the question of Conven- 
tion, andthe meeting continued in 
session, with intermissions for dinner 
and supper, until a late bour last 
night. Ableand interesting speeches 
were made by Messrs. Robt. Strange, 
Jos. J. Davis, D. G. Fowle, Walter 
L.. Steele, David A. Carter, Josiah 
Turner, T. B. Venable, J. A. Ilaugh- 
ton, Wm Johnsto::. J. A. Engelhard, 
A. Gilmerand cihers, reflecting 
the different views held upon this 
question. The Executive Committee 
desired this conference in order that 
the members of the Leyislature 
might become beiter informed as to 
the wishes of the leading men of the 
State, and we hope good results 
from the deliberations of the day. 

Among the prominen men present 
from different portions of the State 
we noticed Mes.rs.

Col. Dillard and Major Malone, be- 
sides the Central Committee and 
other leading citizens of Raleigh, the 
Demoeratiec members of the Legisla- 
ture and the following members of 
the press: Messrs. Jos. A. Engel- 
hard, W. J. Yates, E.R. Stamps, 
Robt. Blow, H. A. Foote, P. F. Duf- 
fy, J. J. Stewart, J. S. Murrell, W.F. 
MeDiarmid and W. P. Williamson. 

The Executive Committee will be 
in session again to-day, and will 
doubtless give an expression of their 
views to the Democratic members of 
the Legislature. 

The question of Convention is now 
an all-absorbing one with the Legis- 
lature as well as with the public, 
and it is certain that a caucus 
on the subject willbe heard at an 
early day. We cannot safely pre- 
dict the course that will be decided 
upon in the premises, but we believe 
a large proportion of the Democratic 
members of both Houses strongly 
tavor an immediate call.

‘* Major General W. W. Kirkland, 
of North Carolina, and General W. 
J. Walker, of Virginia, were present 
on Tuesday at the organization of our 
Legislature—watching the proceed- 
ings with great interest. They were 
accompanied by Governor Parker, 
General Drake, Colonel Rose and 
Major Wilson. General Kirkland 
was a class mate, at West Point, of 
Captain Harry DeHart.

| THE LEGISLATURE OF NORTH CAROLINA. 


SENATE. 


THIRTY-SECOND DAY. 


January 20, 1875. 


Senate called to order ot 11 o’clock 
a. m., President Armfield in the 
Chair. 

The Journal of yesterday read and 
approved. 

aschall, colered, presented a peti- 
tion concerning the colored deaf, 
dumb and blind. Referred. 

Reports were made from several 
standing committees. 


BILLS. 


Mr. Linney, a bill to allowa de- 
posit of mortgage in courts in lieu of 
money on bond deposits. 

Mr. Linney asked permission to 
take up a bill allowing the people of 
Iredell county to vote on the fence 
law, and at request of Mr. Latham, 
the fish bill was included in the mo- 
tion to suspend. 

On motion the counties of Caswell, 
Cleaveland, Bertie, Chowan, Gates. 
Hertford, Perquimans, Pasquotank, 
Camden and Currituck, were inelud- 
ed in the provisions of the bill,which 
bill passed its third reading. 

This bill empowers the County 
Commissioners to leave the question 
to the voters of any Township. 

The fish bill was considered,which 
provides with the doing away of 
all the requirements as to the weight 
and size of barrels and packages. 

Mr. French argued against the bill, 
deeming it worked no _ hardship 
to the fisher or packer to state what 
size barrel he had or what was in the 
same.

at 12 o’clock. 

Mr. Busbee, a bill to incorporate 
the Southern Underwriter’s Associa- 
tion. Referred. 

Mabson, col., a bill to amend Bat- 
tle’s Revisal concerning we'ghts and 
measures. Requires the return of 
weights and measures to the proper 
authorities. Referred. 

Mabson, col., a bill to raise the fees 
of Justices of the Peace. Referred. 

Mr. Latham, a bill to change the 
time of holding the Courts of Hyde 
and Dare. Referred. 

Mr. Kerr, a bill to amend Battle’s 
Revisal. Refers to listing land on 
county lines. Referred. 

Mr. Irvin, a bill to empower Har- 
rison Linsey to solemnize matri- 
mony. Referred. 

Mr. Irvin, a bill to incorporate the 
North Carolina Border Railway 
Company. Referred. 

The bill placing the principal and 
sureties in all cases on the same foot- 
was considered and recommit- 
ted. 
Bill to extend the time of taking 
out land grants was considered. Ex- 
tends time until 3lst December, 1875. 
Passed its third reading. 

Bill authorizing the Government 
of the United States to purchase and 
hold land near Wilmington to be 
used as a national cemetery. Passed 
its third reading. 

Col. Williamson’s bill making in- 
dividuals and not the State pay ex- 
penses in all contested election cases, 
passed its third reading. 

Mr.-Kerr’s bill to amend section 4. 
chapter 40. of Battle’s Revisa!, passed 
its third reading. Said vill substi- 
tutes County Commissioners — for 
County Canvassers, Where the same 
are required to meet at the county 
eourt house within two days after 
any election and count the votes of 
the county—there being no county 
cCanvassers in the State, there was 
danger of the vote in this State for 
President and Vice-President being 
thrown out. 

Mr. Busbee’s bill for the protection 
of birds in the State at certain seasons 
of the year was considered. Prevents 
the killing of the same between the 
first day of April and the first of Oc- 
tober in each year. 

The bill was advocated by Messrs. 
Busbee, Standford, Parrish and Bod- 
die. 

Mr. Latham was not willing to vote 
fur the bill for the whole State, but 
would vote for it for the county of 
any gentleman desiring it. 

Tucker, col., ofiered an amendment 
making the penalty $20 instead cf 


Messrs. Latham, LeGrand and Me- 
Elroy offered amendments providing 
that this act should not apply to the 
counties of Martin, Washington, 
Tyrrell, Dare, Beaufort, Hyde, Pam- 
lico, Buncombe, Madison, Richmond 
and Montgomery. 

Mr. Linney offered a substitute for 
the whole bill. 

On motion, ‘the bill and its amenid- 
ments were recom mitted.

To know the right 
and dare to do it bespeaks the trne 
man. To falter and turn back at 
the moment of victory is ruinous. 
The man who waits on policy when 
duty and principle beckon iim on, 
is not the one who proves himself 
worthy of a people’s trust. 

Thisis no party question, but yet 
its solution rests upon the Demo- 
cratic party. The minority can well 
afford to fold their arms and wait 
with a smile upon their lips to see 
if there is any chance of profiting 
by our mistakes. There is but one 
mistake that we can possibly make 
upon the subject, and that is to go 
back on our record, and decline to 
call the convention. This would 
make it a party issue in 1876 when 
cther more important questions 
would be before the people. Now 
we have nothing else to destruct the 
party or interfere with the result. 
The most experienced and devoted 
members of our party ali seem to 
agree that there never was so auspi- 
cious a moment to call a convention 
and commence the regeneration c¢ 
the State. Everything seems to 
have conspired to give the Demo- 
cratic party of North Carolina an 
opportunity of proving its devotion 
to the highest interests of the peo- 
ple. 

Some members have expressed 
timidity upon the subject, but we 
believe when the time comes to act 
not one will put himself on record 
adversely to the great question. 
Members do not come here as the 
mere servants of their counties or 
District—the welfare of the whole 
State and all the people are equally 
in their keeping, and being satisfied 
of the general desire and the gener- 
alinterests, they will act according

to the higher obligations. This isa 
State isste—«not a local one, and it 
must be viewed alone from that 
point of view. When the time 
comes for action every member 
should remember that North Garo- 
lina expects her representatives to 
do their duty fully and fearlessly and 
for the best interests of the people 
oi the whole State.

The pubbe bave grown so fa- 
with the reports of gigantic 
frauds and organize|l systems of 
bribery in our congressional and 
legislative halls that the moral sen- 
timent of the people have in a meas- 
ure become callous and indifferent 
as to the effect which in a moral 
poiut of view they are having upon 
the principles of society. Men who 
fifteen years ago would have turned 
with disgust from any association 
with those who have acquired for- 
tune through questionable prac- 
tices, are now too frequently found 
in close relations with public ser- 
vants who have betrayed their trust 
and grown rich through bribery and 
corruption. One of the most shame- 
less of all the bare-faced instances 
of bribery which have disgraced 
Congress since the war is the case 
of the Pacific Mail Subsidy. A con- 
eressional committee has been en- 
gaged in its investigation for the 
last two months, and the results, as 
far as they have gone, prove most 
conclusively that the sum of sevei: 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
was paid to members of Congress 
to obtain the subsidy. It does noi 
matter how much the agencies em- 
ploved may lie, and seek by every 
subterfuge to conceal the names of 
fuithless members who have 
sold their honor for a miserable 
iness of pottage, the truth is too pa- 
tent to ever be distorted from the

downing conviction which stares us 
in the faee. 

Seven hundred andl fifty thou- 
sand dollars paid to the sworn ser- 
vants of the people as ai bribe for 
ove of the most shameless betrayals 
ot trust which has ever disgracec 
the aunals of our national legisla- 
ture! Js it strange that men wed- 
ded to the traditions of the past 
jiave lost their faith in all that was 
euce considered sacred? fs it 
strange that they see no hope in 
the future, and that they despair of 
ever restoring our institutions to 
what they were? It is not strange, 
2nd we who watch with an anxious 
solicitude all that is now tran- 
spiring in this country feel that 
these terrible revelations of fraud 
and falsehood and recklessness and 
corruption are slowly but surely 
sapping the manhood and_ nobility 
of our people. 

North Carolina has suffered much 
in the past from similar robberies ; 
her Treasury has been made to 
bleed to further the damnable 
schemes of men who sought only 
her ruin, and her legislative scais 
were oceupied by men who kiew 
no higher ambition than to fill their 


pockets at the sacrifice of the honor-~ 


of their Mother State. We hope 
that North Carolina may never be 
so cursed again, that her legislative 
halls will be kept free from such 
impurities. Let our Legislature 
guard well any and every approach 
to corruption of this character, and 
if any one should so far torget his 
own honor and that of his State as 
to listen to the seductive influences 
of bribery, let the euises of a State 
be heaped upon his head. 


The New York World vouches, 
through a correspondent, for this 
being a ‘‘true bill’ against the Mayor 
of Chicago. It was at the reception 
of King Kalakaua, or King ‘‘Cali- 
co,”’? as it has been shortened by the 
wicked ones, not without signifi- 
cance.

sions is earnestly recommended. 
While convinced of theeconomy and 
ty of these conversious the de- 
termination of the best and most 
economical method of providing guns 
of still , calibre should no lon- 
ger be delayed. The experience OF 


other nations based on the new cof» 
ditions of defence brought promi- 


dently forward by the introduction 
of iron clads into every navy afloat 
demands heavier metal and rifle 
guns of not less than 12 inches in 
ealibre. These enormous masses 
hurling shot of 700 pounds can alone 
meet many of the requirements of 
the national expenses. They must 
be provided, and experimenis on a 
large seale can alone give the data 
necessary for the determination of 
the question. suitable proving 
ground with all the facilities and 
conveniences referred to by the chief 
of ordinance, with a liberal annual 
appropriation, is an undoubted ne- 
cessitv. The guns are now ready for 
trial nnd cannot be experimented 
with without funds, and the estimate 
of $250,000 for the purpose is deemed 
reasonable and is strongly recom- 
mended. 

The constant appeal for legislation
